The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of 
the prior art of record fairly discloses or renders obvious the claimed 
decontamination apparatus for the removal of an oxide film containing radioactive 
nuclides and adhering to a contaminated object, a decontaminating liquid circulating 
system provided with a first pump, an ozone supply system for supplying ozone to 
the liquid in the circulating system, a pH adjusting agent supply device, an organic 
acid supplying device for supplying an organic acid, an irradiating device and an ion 
exchange device for removing ions contained in the decontaminating liquid 
circulating in the system. 
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The Wood patent is believed to be the nearest prior art and fails to disclose 
the pH adjusting agent supply device, an organic acid supplying device and an 
irradiating device.
